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(57) Abstract: A watch of the communications apparatus is worn on a user's wrist by bands. A support member pivoted on the band 
is then turned so as to extend in the transverse direction of the bands. When a user communicates with the other party, the speaker 
unit 1 1 1 provided on the support member is directed toward the user's ear. This causes a microphone unit provided on the support 
member to be directed easily toward the user's mouth. 
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
